A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

"Withdrawn" claims 18-26 are hereby cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



In regard to claims 6 and 8 
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Art Unit: 2836 

The closest prior art taught by Ross et al. (US 6,757,590) teaches a power supply system 
that is determines the total capacity of the power supply system along with shedding load when 
the load exceeds the power output (see column 9, line 36 to column 11, line 15). However, prior 
art fails to teach measuring the output of a distributed power source (ie backup power source), 
measuring the total load power, shedding load so that the load power value in the plurality of 
loads is close to the output power before the interruption of power, and then switching over from 
the power system (ie primary source) to the backup power supply. 

Any contmients considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
